post where H itler and his leading 
Nazis made their last ditch stand.

j ly is that of the Nazi fuehrer. 
" Asked w hy no official announce­ 
ment of the discovery has been 
made yet by Moscow, this Russian 
source said that as Jong as any 
element of uncertainty exists the 
Russians do not wish to state defi­ 
nitely that H itler’s bory has been 
found. 
The source 
added,

ever, that there seemed little doubt 
that this actually is the corpse of 
Hitler. 
Exam ination of the body showed 
that the man

W hether this was self-admin­ 
istered there is no sure means of 
knowing.

DISCREPANCIES REGARDING GERM ANY 
As intended, reminds J. M. Roberts, Associated Press 
Foreign Affairs analyst, the Allied pronouncement on 
Germany is confined almost entirely to the machinery 
for control and not very enlightening as to methods by 
which the country is to be re-established as a nation. 
The machinery turns out as expected. It is intricate, 
undoubtly will run into clashes of both personalities arid 
policy, but could hardly have been evolved, under the 
circumstances, in any other way. 
There are statements in the announcement, where 
it strays from pure descriptive of the control machinery, 
which give rise to speculation. 
Chief among these is the combination of statements 
regarding boundaries: 
1—That the boundaries, for occupational purposes, 
are those as of 1937. 
2—That the set-up does not involve annexation of 
Germany. 
Just where this leaves the Polish occupation of Si­ 
lesia is unclear. 
Polish settlers already are reported 
moving into at least some cities in this area, largely 
evacuated by the Germans in front of the Russian ad­ 
vance and with further evacuation reported recently. 
According to the Lublin radio, these Poles “will assume 
posts in the administration of local government, com­ 
merce, industry, handicrafts and communications,” in 
connection with “the resettlement of people in ancient 
Slav lands that now return to the mother country. This 
statement was made specifically with regard to the then 
impending transfer of 1,000 Poles from Lodz to Frank­ 
furt. 
This is annexation accomplished, compared with an­ 
nexation which had been expected under ultimate settle­ 
ment rather than under temporary military control. 
Since it was expected to develop ultimately, it is of little 
import except as it relates to another section of the 
plans, which reserves to the full council the right to 
determine all matters, in any zone, affecting Germany as 
a whole. Here is a hint that future decisions as to what 
affects Germany as a wrhole, and therefore lies within 
the province of the council rather than the individual 
zone controllers, may be more difficult than the immedi­ 
ate problems themselves. 
At any rate, it opens the door for another important 
problem to come up immediately. 
That is compensa­ 
tion of Holland for the land which Germany flooded. 
Holland is in desperate straits for food and. unlike other 
war-ravaged countries, cannot do much for herself be­ 
cause of what the salt water did to her farming areas, 
which will take years to rehabilitate. Even the Dutch 
are not unanimous on whether annexation of German 
land will be the best long-term answer. Future dangers 
are too obvious. Is it a matter for the British occupying 
authorities to decide, or for the whole control council?

Sentimentalists undoubtedly did, and probably will, 
squeeze a tear out of this story. 
But you would be more helpful to Santa by buying 
extra war bonds. 
Sentiment and tears have their place—but when you 
buy extra war bonds, you really are working on the 
transportation problem. 
\ ou d search far before you'd find a better way to 
observe Father s Day than in the buying of extra war 
bonds in the Seventh War Loan.
